Since  its  founding  in  1887  Cooper  College  has  experienced 
the  vicissitudes  common  to  most  young  institutions.  Notwith- 
standing the  difficulties  which  have  been  encountered,  especial- 
ly in  the  earlier  years  of  its  history,  it  has  safely  weathered  ev- 
ery storm  and  justifies  the  hope  of  its  friends  that  it  is  em- 
erging  from   the   period   of  severe  struggles. 

The  constituency  of  the  college  has  increased.  The  good 
work  done  has  built  up  for  the  institution  a  reputation  which 
serves   as   a  standing  advertisement. 

The  twenty  years  of  service  given  by  Rev.  F.  M.  Spencer, 
D.  D.,  as  president  have  been  fruitful  in  many  ways.  Now  that 
Dr.  Spencer  has  retired  from  administrative  and.  professorial 
work,  the  acknowledgement  is  due  that  Cooper  College  owes  to 
him  a  debt  difficult  to  estimate  and  impossible  to  pay. 

Control. 

The  college  is  under  the  care  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  church.  The  Synod  elects  the  trustees 
and  directors.  While  Cooper  is  a  United  Presbyterian  college, 
it  accords  equal  privileges  to  students  of  every  denomination 
and    is    entirely    without    sectarian  bias. 

Purpose. 

The  aim  in  founding  the  institution  was  to  provide  for  the 
young  people  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  state  a  thorough  Chris- 
tian education.  True  to  this  ideal  the  college  has  emphasized 
two  things:  sturdy  intellectual  attainments  and  stalwart  char- 
acter. To  acquire  these  has  been  and  is  the  great  desideratum 
placed  before  student  and  teacher.  As  an  indispensable  aid 
Biblical  study  is  accorded  an  important  place  in  the  curriculum. 
It  is  the  deliberate  intent  of  the  instructors  to  inspire  faith 
in  Scripture  on  the  part  of  every  student,  and  to  point  the  way 
to  active   Christian   service  in  a  fitting  field. 

Location. 

Sterling,  the  seat  of  Cooper  College,  Is  in  many  respects 
well-nigh  ideal  as  a  college  town.  With  a  population  of  2300. 
and  with  such  business  enterprises  as  legitimately  belong  to  ■ 
city  of  that  size,  it  is  not  so  commercial  in  aspect   as  to  make

the  affairs  of  the  college  a  side  issue.  Indeed,  Cooper  College 
is  the  leading  "industry"  of  the  town. 

The  population  is  of  such  a  class  as  naturally  gravitate 
toward  an  educational  centre.  Intelligence,  industry,  sobriety, 
these  terms  summarize  the  mental  and  moral  thrift  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Sterling  has  no  saloons,  and  is  singularly  free  from  vicious 
resorts  of  every  kind.  The  health  conditions  also  attract  not  a 
few. 


Equipment 


GROUNDS    AND    BUILDINGS. 

The  main  building  has  in  recent  years  been  made  entirely 
modern.  It  is  noteworthily  so  in  the  matters  of  heating,  lighting 
and  fire  appliances.  The  dimensions  of  this  building  are  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  by  fifty  feet,  three  stories  in  height.  The 
chapel  will  accommodate  300  persons.  There  are  twenty-one 
other  rooms  in  the  buildings  adapted  for  various  purposes. 

Young  Ladies  Hall. 

The  Young  Ladies  Hall,  purchased  one  year  ago,  is  a  fine 
property  situated  one  block  from  the  campus  and  is  in  every  way 
a  suitable  home  for  young  ladies.  Its  capacity  is  limited  to 
about  twenty.  An  experienced  matron  of  Christian  culture  is 
in  charge.  Those  seeking  accommodations  should  apply  early. 
Free   electric   lights,   steam  heat  and  bath  included  in  room  rent. 

Art  Studio. 

The  Art  Studio  is  on  Seventh  Street.  It  is  a  building  devot- 
ed solely  to  art,  and  is  equipped  after  the  fashion  of  modern 
studios. 

Music  Studios. 

In  addition  to  a  music  studio  in  the  college  building,  there 
has  been  maintained  a  down  town*  studio  for  the  convenience  of 
local  patrons. 
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College  Campus. 

The  College  Campus  whereon  the  main  building  stands  is 
about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  distant  from  the  business  part  of 
town.  It  contains  ten  acres  of  ground  and  is  beautified  with 
numerous  trees.  Within  the  past  year  cement  walk  has  been 
laid  for  two  blocks  south  of  the  campus  on  the  west  side  of 
Broadway,  and  sidewalk  of  brick  and  cement  on  the  east  side. 
The  class  of  1908  placed  a  five-foot  cement  walk  on  the  cam 
pus  from  the  southeast  corner  to  the  main  entrance  of  the  build- 
ing. 

McCracken  Field. 

The  athletic  ground  known  by  this  name  is  immediately 
north  of  the  main  building.  It  has  been  enlarged  and  improved 
within  the  past  year.  A  quarter-mile  track  has  been  graded  and 
a  new  grand  etand  built. 


LABORATORIES   AND    INSTRUMENTS. 

The  Chemical  and  Biological  Laboratories  are  large  and 
conveniently  arranged,  furnished  with  city  water,  and  new  desks 
and  tables  for  individual  use  in  experimenting.  Cases  and 
shelves  are  fitted  up  with  a  complete  line  of  chemicals  and  rea- 
gents, glassware,  crucibles,  electrolytic  apparatus,  blow  pipes, 
thermometers,  hydrometers,  balances,  etc.,  sufficient  for  thorough, 
general  and  analytical  courses. 

Physical  Laboratory. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  has  individual  desks  for  experimen- 
tal work,  and  large  glass  cases  for  storing  instruments  and  ap- 
paratus. The  apparatus  includes  a  Holtz  electric  machine,  and 
X-ray  outfit,  a  Colt  stereopticon,  induction  coils,  motor,  galvan- 
oscope,  Jolly  balance,  spectroscope,  etc.  The  laboratory  work 
this  year  has  included  a  good  representative  line  of  experiments 
in  general  Physics. 

A  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  these  laboratories 
during  the  year.  Apparatus  for  the  working  of  fifty  experiments 
in  General  Physics  has  been  secured.  Particular  mention  may 
be  made  of  a  Boyle's  law  apparatus,  voltmeter,  a  Westphal  bal- 
ance, a  new  sensitive  analytical  balance,  an  improved  siphon 
barometer  and  much  glassware  imported  for  the  Chemistry  De- 
partment.    Also  a  gas  machine  has  been  put  in  to  supply     each 
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desk  with  gas,  and  Bunsen  burners  blast  lemp,  and  high  power 
boiling  burner,  air-exhaust  filter  pump  and  drying  oven  have 
been  added. 

Biological  Laboratory. 
The  Biological  Laboratory  is  well  supplied  for  the  work  in 
preparatory  classes,  and  fairly  well  for  the  advanced  work. 
The  college  has  good  compound  microscopes,  physiological  appar- 
atus, hand  lenses,  and  dissecting  tools,  as  well  as  the  usual 
chemical  reagents.  Hand  and  sliding  microtomes  and  a  camera 
lucida  add  much  to  the  value  of  the  equipment.  An  additional 
microscope  and  a  complete  mounted  skeleton  of  the  cat  have 
been  purchased,  also  a  large  number  of  pieces  of  apparatus  for 
experimental  work  In  Physiology,  Including  circulation  scheme, 
respiration  scheme,  artificial  eye,  optical  lantern,  kymograph, 
Marey  tambour,  sphygmograph  tambour,  stethoscope,  rocking 
key,  interrupter,  leveling  table,  moist  chamber,  heart  lever,  mus- 
cle lever,  artery  clamp,  muscle  clamp,  bone  saw,  tissue  forceps, 
centrifuge,  dialysers,  and  many  poisons  and  other  chemicals  for 
the  physiological  laboratory. 


MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  material  il- 
lustrative of  the  natural  sciences.  Specimens  of  minerals  and 
rocks  from  many  localities  are  included  in  the  geological  collec- 
tion; each  geologic  age  being  represented.  Kansas  and  Colo- 
rado are  well  represented.  All  sections  of  our  state  furnish  spec- 
imens of  rocks  and  fossils.  Through  the  gift  of  Rev.  John  P. 
White,  of  Topeka,  Kan.,  a  former  missionary  to  Egypt,  the  col- 
lege possesses  a  very  valuable  geological  collection  from  Egypt 
and  the  Holy  Land.  A  collection  illustrative  of  Egyptian  life  is 
accessible  through   the  kindness  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Smith. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  T.  McLaughlin,  our  missionaries  to  the 
Sudan,  have  recently  presented  to  Cooper  valuable  curios  from 
that  field,  estimated  to  be  worth  from  five  to  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  late  Rev.  J.  C.  Elliott,  of  Swanwick,  111.,  donated  a  large 
number  of  geological  specimens  during  the  past  year. 

The  zoological  specimens  include  collections  illustrative  of 
marine  invertebrate  life,  birds'  eggs  and  bird  and  mammalian 
life  of  Kansas.  The  flora  of  Rice  County  is  illustrated  by  bo- 
tanical specimens.  Mounted  specimens  from  other  localities  are 
also  in  the  collection.  It  is  the  aim  to  make  the  Museum  not 
merely  a  collection  of  curiosities,  but  an  important  factor  in  ad- 
vancing the  scientific  work  of  the  students. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  library  contains  some  5000  catalogued  books  and  pam- 
phlets and  many  unbound  magazines.  Three  general  encyclope- 
dias are  accessible  to  the  students  and  a  encyclopedia  of  his- 
tory. Three  full  catalogues — accession,  author  and  title — are 
kept,  and  in  addition,  a  card  catalogue  by  author  and  title  has 
been  prepared,  and  in  part  a  "special  subject"  card  catalogue. 
New  cards  and  subjects  are  being  constantly  added.  The  Smith- 
sonian reports  and  other  volumes  in  science  have  especially  been 
made  accessible  in  this  last  catalogue  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  magazine  literature  has  been   topically   arranged. 

Some  500  or  more  volumes,  in  part  general  literature,  and 
in  part  special  works  for  collateral  reading  in  the  various  de- 
partments have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Rev.  S.  M. 
Hood  of  Amoret,  Mo.,  has  been  a  generous  donor  of  books  from 
his  private  library.  The  college  possesses  nearly  a  complete  set 
of  the  official  state  publications  of  Kansas.  Through  the  library 
fee  provision  is  made  for  constant  additions  of  current  literature 
and    special    scientific    and  departmental  publicatiDns. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Representative  Madison,  Cooper  Li- 
brary has  been  made  a  depository  for  all  governmental  publica- 
tions. 

A  missionary  library  case  has  been  placed  in  the  library  by 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  containing  volumes  of 
the  best  missionary  literature. 

Through  the  kindness  of  publishers  and  others  or  by  subscrip- 
tion, the  reading  tables  have  been  supplied  with  a  number  of 
magazines  and  other  periodicals.  Among  them  have  been  the 
following:  Review  of  Reviews,  World's  Work,  American,  Mc- 
Clure's,  Pearson's,  Success,  Delineator,  Century,  Saturday  Even- 
ing Post,  Collier's,  Scientific  American,  United  Presbyterian, 
Christian  Instructor,  Presbyterian,  Western  School  Journal,  Hut- 
chinson News,  Inter-State  Schoolman,  Lyons  Republican,  Lyons 
Eagle,  Central  Kansas  Democrat,  Barton  County  Democrat,  Ster- 
ling Journal,  Christian  Statesman,  American  Economist,  Advo- 
cate of  Peace,  Our  Dumb  Animals,  The  Musician,  Human  Life, 
The  Outlook. 

Special  credit  is  due  to  J.  E.  Junkin,  publisher  of  the  Sterl- 
ing Bulletin,  for  contributions  of  magazines  and  other  periodi- 
cals. 

The  high  school  and  college  publications  received  by  the 
Cooper  Courier  have  also  been  placed  on  the  reading  table  by 
the  editors.

Literary  Societies. 

The  Chrestomatheon  society  was  founded  in  1888,  the  Theo- 
moron  in  1894.  These  societies  are  in  good  working  order  and 
furnish  a  very  valuable  training  to  their  members.  The  society 
halls  are  tastefully  furnished  with  all  needful  equipment,  in- 
cluding pianos.  Weekly  programs  are  rendered  consisting  of  vari- 
ed literary  performances. 

Athletic  Association. 

Cooper  College  is  a  member  of  the  State  Athletic  Conference. 
By  virtue  of  the  payment  of  an  athletic  fee,  collected  with  tui- 
tion, each  student  becomes  a  member  of  the  Athletic  Association. 
This  organization  elects  its  own  officers  and  the  managers  of 
the  teams  in  base  ball,  foot  ball,  basket  ball  and  track  work. 

The  Athletic  Board. 

The  Athletic  Board  is  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Ath- 
letic Association  and  two  faculty  members  and  one  trustee. 
This  Board  has  immediate  oversight  of  athletic  interests  and 
passes   upon   all  items  of  financial  import. 

Alumni  Association. 

The  Alumni  meet  annually  and  nominate  two  members  of  the 
senate.  The  recent  meeting  was  one  of  unusual  enthusiasm  and 
indicated   the    liveliest  loyalty  to  the  college  interests.

The  Cooper  Courier  is  a  monthly  journal  of  college  life  issu- 
ed by  the  students.

Emporia  Debate. 

The  first  of  a  series  ef  debates  between  Cooper  and  Empo- 
ria Colleges  was  held  at  Emporia  March  6,  1909.  The  question 
for  discussion  was,  "Resolved,  That  the  U.  S.  government 
should  subsidize  its  foreign  merchant  marine."  Co«per  support- 
ed the  negative  and  won  by  a  unanimous  decision.  The  debaters 
were  D.  H.  Buchanan  and  Chas.  M.  Wilson. 

Fairmount  Debate. 

The  second  debate  in  the  series  with  Fairmount  College 
occured  at  Sterling  April  9,  Cooper  affirmed  the  question,  "Re- 
solved, That  the  U.  S.  government  should  own  and  operate  ail 
interstate  railroad  lines."  The  judges  decided  unanimously  for 
Cooper.     Ralph  W.  Lindsay  and  Ernest  Brown  represented  Cooper. 

McPherson    Freshman   Contest. 

May  14th  the  Freshmen  of  Cooper  defeated  the  Freshmen  of 
McPherson  College  in  a  contest  including  declamation,  essay,  ora- 
tion and  debate.  Cooper  won  all  except  the  oration,  totaling 
nine  points  out  of  a  possible  twelve. 

Bible  Reading  Contest. 

The  seventh  of  the  Bible  Reading  Contests  founded  by  Mr.  J. 
P.  Tracy  of  Detroit,  was  held  May  14.  Prizes  were  awarded  to 
Libbie  Gault,  Mabel  Lindley  and  Amy  Brown.

Government. 


The  government  of  the  college  is  paternal.  Good  behavior 
and  earnest  application  to  study  are  considered  necessary  on 
the  part  of  all  connected  with  the  institution.  No  published 
rules  are  furnished,  but  students  are  expected  to  comply  with 
all   regulations   deemed   necessary    by  the  Faculty.      The  Presi- 
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dent  is  the  executor  of  the  Faculty  to  enforce  these  regulations. 
Reports  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  at  the  end  of  each 
semester. 

The  College  Year. 

Formerly  the  college  year  consisted  of  forty  weeks,  divided 
into  two  semesters  of  twenty  weeks,  and  each  of  these  subdi- 
vided into  two  terms  of  ten  weeks.  In  order  to  co-ordinate  more 
closely  with  the  State  University  and  with  other  denomination- 
al colleges  of  the  State,  the  system  adopted  by  these  institu- 
tions has  been  accepted.  In  order  to  adapt  our  work  to  this 
system,  the  college  year  has  been  reduced  to  thirty-seven 
weeks,  divided  into  two  semesters.  The  first  semester  will  have 
eighteen  weeks,  and  the  second  will  have  eighteen  weeks  for 
class  work,  and  commencement  week,  or  nineteen  in  all.  The 
college  year  will  commence  a  week  later;  two  weeks  vacation 
will  be  given  at  Holidays  instead  of  one  and  college  will  close 
a  week  earlier.  This  will  give  two  weeks  longer  for  the  young 
men  to  earn  money  in  the  summer  vacation. 

College    Credits. 

In  the  new  system,  all  recitations  will  be  one  hour  in  length, 
both  in  the  preparatory  and  in  the  college  proper.  A  "unit" 
in  the  preparatory  department  is  a  recitation,  an  hour  long,  four 
times  a  week,  throughout  the  entire  year.  Fifteen  such  units 
are  required  for  graduation  in  this  department,  though  a>  stu- 
dent may  enter  the  Freshman  class  conditionally  with  but  twelve 
such  units.  In  the  college  department,  the  "unit"  is  five  reci- 
tations per  week,  an  hour  long  for  eighteen  weeks  or  one  se- 
mester. For  graduation  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  twenty-four 
such  units  are  required.  These  twenty-four  units  are  equal  to 
one  hundred  twenty  hours. 

The  College  Course. 

The  entire  course  of  study,  as  thus  laid  out,  requires  eight 
years,  four  in  the  preparatory  department  and  four  in  the  col- 
lege proper.  Strong  students,  however,  can  complete  the 
course  io  seven  years.

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Estimated  Expenses. 

A  conservative  estimate  of  all  expenses  on  the  selR>oarding 
plan  for  a  year's   schooling  would    be    $115. 

A  moderate  estimate  on  the  private  boarding  plan  would  be 
$150. 

A  liberal  estimate  on  the  private  boarding  plan  would  be  $200. 

The  College  makes  every  effort  to  keep  expenses  down  to  the 
minimum,  consistent  with  good  health  and  best  working  power 
of  students,  and  the  students  join  heartily  in  this  effort. 

For  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  no  club  boarding  but 
the  College  would  be  glad  to  see  clubs  re-established.  Every  en- 
couragement will  be  given  for  the  formation  of  such  clubs, 
should  there  be  students  desiring  to  form  them. 

The  estimates  do  not  include  clothing,  traveling,  nor  pri- 
vate personal  expenses.  These  are  largely  dependent  on  the  stu- 
dent's  personal   tastes   and  habits. 

There  are  few  places  where  the  total  expenses  are  less  than 
they  are  in  Sterling. 

Self  Help. 

A  large  number  of  Cooper  students  are  self  supporting  and 
the  College  is  always  glad  to  aid  in  securing  employment.  Gentle- 
men can  get  work  almost  every  Saturday.  A  few  obtain  board 
and  room  for  work  in  homes;  others  secure  the  care  of  furnaces. 
Many  earn  enough  in  the  summer  vacation  to  keep  themselves 
in  school  for  the  year.  Others  pay  all  expenses  by  the  work 
obtained  during  the  year. 

Scholarships. 

Free  scholarships  are  offered  to  graduates,  class  of  1909,  of 
any  accredited  high  schools  as  follows: 

To  the  student  taking  first  rank,  a  scholarship  for  one  year; 
to  the  student  taking  second  rank,  a  scholarship  for  one  se- 
mester. 

The  late  Wm.  McCracken,  of  Sunnydale,  Kansas,  founded 
scholarships  which  provide  tuition  and  fees  and  some  other  ex- 
penses for  young  people  of  the  Indian  and  Negro  races.

This  is  a  three  story  frame  structure  accommodating  about 
twenty  students.  It  has  elegant  double  parlors  for  the  use  and 
convenience  of  students,  a  matron's  parlor,  ten  students'  rooms, 
large  dining  room,  toilet  room,  pantry  and  kitchen.  The  rooms 
are  unusually  large  and  are  furnished  with  bed,  table,  dresser, 
commode,  chairs,  rockers,  rug  and  window  shades.  Students  must 
furnish  sheets,  pillow  slips,  towels,  napkins,  etc.  Picture  mould- 
ing is  in  each  room,  and  all  pictures  must  be  hung  from  the 
moulding;  no  nails  nor  tacks  can  be  driven  into  the  walls.  The 
building  is  heated  with  hot  water  and  lighted  with  electricity 
There  is  hot  and  cold  water  bath,  and  city  water  on  each  floor 

Young  ladies  who  are  absent  from  their  homes  will  be  requir 
ed  to  board  in  the  Hall  unless  excused  on  the  request  of  par 
ents  or  guardians.  This  request  must  be  presented  to  the  Pres 
ident  of  the  College  in  writing.  Young  lady  students  will  be 
permitted  to  board  or  room  only  in  approved  private  homes,  and 
those  so  doing  will  be  subject  to  substantially  the  same  rules 
as  those  boarding  in  the  Ladies'  Hall. 

Only  such  regulations  are  adopted  for  the  Hall  as  are  deem- 
ed necessary  to  surround  young  ladies  with  good  influences  and 
as  pure  a  moral  atmosphere  as  their  parents'  homes  would  sup- 
ply. A  woman  of  large  experience  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
Hall  whose  Christian  sympathy  will  greatly  aid  young  ladies  in 
meeting    the    difficulties    of  college  life.

Admission. 


Students  are  admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the  Preparatory 
Department  on  registering  and  filling  out  the  enrollment  blank 
furnished  them. 

Advanced  Standing. 

Students  are  required  to  produce  a  certificate  from  a  recog- 
nized High  School  or  College,  or  pass  an  examination  on  pre- 
ceding subjects  of  the  course. 

Registration. 

Each  student  is  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of 
each  semester,  giving  such  information  concerning  himself  and 
the  work  desired,  as  the  Faculty  may  request.  No  student  is 
entitled  to  any  credits  until  he  has  registered. 

Reports. 

Grades  are  made  up  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  At  the 
close  of  each  semester  a  report  of  the  student's  attendance  land 
grades  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Absences. 

Students  are  required  to  make  up  the  work  of  recitations 
from  which  they  have  been  absent  by  written  test  or  special 
recitation  within  a  week  of  the  date  of  absence.  Twenty  unex- 
cused  absences  will  diminish  credit  for  course  to  the  amount  of 
one  hour.  Five  tardy  marks  are  reckoned  equal  to  one  ab- 
sence. Each  unexcused  absence  reduces  final  grade  one  per 
cent. 

Number  of  Subjects. 

No  student  ifi  permitted  to  take  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  four  daily  subjects  in  the  Preparatory  Department,  or  more 
than    eighteen   hours    in    the  College  Department  at  one  time  ex- 
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cept  by  the  vote  of  the  Faculty.  Review  subjects  and  prepara- 
tory work  when  taken  by  collegiate  students  may  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Faculty  be  estimated  at  one  half  their  hour  value 
in  the  application  of  above  rule. 

Order  of  Subjects. 

Students  may  choose  subjects  not  in  the  regular  order  of 
their  courses  only  by  permission.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to 
leave  a  class,  having  once  enrolled,  without  express  vote  of  the 
Faculty. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Each  Chemistry  student  is  required  to  have  an  apron,  towel, 
piece  of  clean  cloth,  sponge  and  soap.  The  apron  may  be  plain 
denim,  should  be  long,  with  fixed  strap  for  neck  and  button  strap 
for  waist. 

Examinations. 

Examinations  are  held  upon  the  completion  of  a  subject.  In 
determining  the  final  grade  upon  any  subject  the  average  reci- 
tation grade  and  the  examination  grade  count  each  one-half.  Oth- 
er examinations  may  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  professor  in 
charge  may  determine.  Should  students  desire  examination  at 
another  time  than  that  of  a  regular  examination,  or  that  ap- 
pointed by  the  professor  in  charge,  it  may  be  obtained  by  the 
consent  of  the  professor  in  charge  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
one  dollar.

ENTRANCE   REQUIREMENTS. 

Entrance  to  the  Freshmen  class  may  be  obtained  either  by 
examination  or  by  certificate  of  graduation  from  one  of  the  ac- 
credited High  Schools  of  the  state,  or  by  completing  the  Pre- 
paratory course  of  the  college. 

Students  desiring  admission  by  examination  should  present 
themselves  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  college  in 
September,  or  at  the  opening  of  any  of  the  other  terms. 

A  certificate  of  satisfactory  work  done  in  any  of  the  accred- 
ited High  Schools  Of  the  state  entitles  the  student  to  entrance 
credit  in  the  subjects  covered.  Instead  of  presenting  a  diploma, 
the  student  should  present  a  statement  from  the  superintendent 
of  the  school,  showing  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  done  satis- 
factory work.  No  entrance  credit  can  be  filed  with  the  registrar 
until  this  is  done. 

Preparatory  work  in  the  college  or  in  an  accredited  High 
School  is  estimated  in  terms  of  the  "entrance  unit."  A  subject 
(like  Latin,  for  instance)  running  one  year  of  thirty-five  weeks, 
five  recitations  per  week,  with  at  least  forty  minutes  for  each 
recitation,  or  four  recitations  per  week  of  one  hour  each,  con- 
stitutes one  entrance  unit.  In  computing  entrance  units,  the 
laboratory  period  should  be  twice  the  length  of  a  recitation 
period. 

For  unconditional  admission  to  the  college,  fifteen  units  are 
required.  Students  may  enter  college  conditionally  with  a  tem- 
porary deficiency  of  not  more  than  three  units.  Entrance  condi- 
tions must  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible,  and  in  all  cases  be- 
fore the  Junior  year.  Only  as  a  special  student  can  any  one  be 
permitted  to  take  college  work,  who  lacks  more  than  three  units. 
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SUBJECTS     FOR     ADMISSION. 

The  subjects  from  which  entrance  work  may  be  offered,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  units,  are  arranged  in  six  groups,  as 
follows:  for  unconditional  entrance,  a  total  of  fifteen  units 
must  be  offered. 

Group    I. 

English.     English,  four  units.    Three  units  are  required. 
Group    II. 

Mathematics.  Elementary  Algebra,  one  and  one-half  units. 
Plane  Geometry,  one  unit;  Solid  Geometry,  one-half  unit;  Plane 
Trigonometry,  one-half  unit;  Advanced  Algebra,  one-half  unit. 
The  Elementary  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  are  required. 

Group    III. 

Foreign  Language.  Latin,  four  units;  Greek,  three  units; 
German,  three  units;  French,  three  units.  Of  these,  three  units 
are  required,  which  must  be  in  Latin  or  German. 

Group    IV. 

Physical  Sciences.  Physical  Geography,  one  unit;  Physics, 
one  unit;  Chemistry,  one  unit.    One  unit  is  required. 

Group    V. 

Biological  Sciences.  Botany,  one  unit;  Zoology,  one  unit; 
Physiology,  one  unit.    One  unit  is  required. 

Group   VI. 

History.  Greek  and  Roman,  one  unit;  Mediaeval  and  Mod- 
ern, one  unit;  English,  one  unit;  American,  one  unit;  Economics, 
one  unit.     One  unit  is  required. 

Of  the  above  fifteen  units,  eleven  and  a-half  are  prescribed 
by  group;  the  remaining  three  and  a-half  units  may  be  chosen 
without  restriction.  These  required  units  are:  three  units  of 
English,  three  of  either  Latin  or  German  (not  a  combination  of 
the  two),  two  and  one-half  units  of  Mathematics;  two  units  of 
Science  work  and  one  of  History;  the  remaining  three  and  one- 
half  units  may  be  selected  from  the  six  groups  without  restric- 
tion. 

The  above  requirements  are  identically  the  same  as  those  re- 
quired for  admission  to  the  State  University.  When  a  student 
has  done  the  work  prescribed  in  the  approved  course  of  study 
In  any  fully  accredited  high  school  in  the  state,  he  can  enter 
Cooper    College    unconditionally. 
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AMOUNT    OF    WORK. 

No  student  may  enroll  for  less  than  14  or  more  than  18 
hours'  work,  but  all  applications  for  enrollment  are  subject  to 
approval  of  Faculty.  Fifteen  hours'  work  is  counted  as  regular 
work,  but  three  additional  hours  may  be  taken  on  approval  of 
Faculty,  if  the  student  secures  a  grade  of  1  in'  all  regular  work. 


CLASS   STANDING. 

The  standing   of  students  is  determined  by  totaling  the  num- 
ber of  hours  of  work  to  their  credit. 


OLD  COURSES  WITHDRAWN. 

The  old  prescribed  courses,  familiarly  known  as  the  "B.  L. 
course,"  and  the  "old  A.  B.  course,"  have  been  permanently 
withdrawn  and  no  account  will  be  taken  of  them  as  courses 
for  graduation.  Students  who  have  done  work  in  either  of  these 
courses  may  have  their  credits  applied  toward  the  standard  A. 
B.  course. 


REQUIREMENTS     FOR     GRADUATION. 


Amount  of  Work. 

To  secure  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  the  student  must 
complete  120  hours.  Laboratory  periods  are  double  the  length 
of  recitation  periods.  Ten  hours'  work  in  music,  elocution  or 
drawing  may  be  credited  on  the  course,  if  the  work  is  of  col- 
lege grade;  but  all  work  so  credited  must  be  done  in  the  de- 
partments of  this  college. 

During  the  Freshman  nnd  Sophomore  years  sixty  hours' 
work  must  be  completed.  Five  hours'  work  is  called  a  college 
unit.  Thirty  units  are  required  by  group  in  the  preparatory 
school  and  college.  Twenty-five  of  these  units  must  be  com- 
pleted before   the   Junior   year. 
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Major    Subject. 

The  student  chooses  a  major  in  which  he  must  complete  six 
units  of  college  work,  then  with  the  consent  of  the  head  of  the 
department  in  which  the  major  was  chosen  he  selects  two  mi- 
nors of  two  units  each.  The  remainder  of  the  work  is  elective, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  in  which  the  major 
is  taken. 

If  possible,  the  major  work  should  be  chosen  during  the 
Sophomore  year.

Eiectives    for    Freshmen. 

Freshmen  may  take  work  from  the  above  required  studies 
to  make  15  hours,  or  by  combining  required  studies  with  any  of 
the  following  eiectives:  Latin  4,  5,  6;  German  1,  2,  3,  4; 
Greek  1,  2,  3,  4;  Botany  1;  Zoology  1,  2;  Chemistry  1,  2;  His- 
tory 2,  3,  4;  Bible  3,  4;  English  6,  7. 

Eiectives  for  Sophomores. 

Sophomores  must  finish  all  courses  required  of  Freshmen 
and  Sophomores,  and  may  make  up  the  remaining  hours  from 
the  following:  Latin  4,  5,  6,  7,  8;  Greek  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6;  Ger- 
man 1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6;  Chemistry  1,  2,  3,  4;  Zoology  1,  2;  Botany 
1;  Physiology;  English;  History  2,  3;  Mathematics  6,  7,  8;  Eng- 
lish 4,  5,  8. 
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Junior   and    Senior   Work. 

The  student  must  complete  all  regular  studies  and  major 
and    minor    work,    sufficient  to  make  a  total  of  120  hours. 

Required   Orations. 

It  is  required  of  Seniors,  Juniors  and  Sophomores  that 
they  present  orations  in  a  general  public  performance  at  a  time 
specified  by  the  Faculty.  In  lieu  of  these  orations,  original  pro- 
ductions rendered  in  officially  recognized  events,  such  as  inter- 
society  contests  or  intercollegiate  debates  will  be  accepted. 
These  orations  must  be  of  good  literary  finish,  and  must  be  sub- 
mitted in  manuscript  one  week  prior  to  date  of  delivery. 


TEACHERS'   CERTIFICATES   TO    A.  B.   GRADUATES. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  (Laws  of  1899, 
chapter  179,  section  2)  graduates  of  the  A.  B.  course  whose 
course  includes  the  professional  subjects,  may  receive  from  the 
State  Board  of  Education  a  three  years'  certificate.  This  cer- 
tificate upon  the  fulfillment  of  certain  conditions,  may  be  ex- 
changed for  a  life  certificate.  A.  B.  graduates  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  teacher's  certificates  must  complete  5  hours'  work 
in  addition   to  the   required  120  hours.

ASTRONOMY  (See  Mathematics) 


BIBLE. 

1.  Introductory  course  in  the  Old  Testament.  A  study  of 
the  Old  Testament.  Required  of  first  year  preparatory  students. 
Two   hours   thruout  First   Year  Preparatory. 

2.  Introductory  course  in  the  New  Testament.  Intended  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  contents  of  New  Testament.  Two 
hours  thruout  the  second  year   Preparatory. 

3.  History  of  the  New  Testament  Church.  Two  hours, 
First  semester.  As  given  in  New  Testament  and  Modern  History 
including  the  development  of  Foreign  Mission  Work. 

4.  Evidences  of  Christianity  Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
External  evidences,  Miracles  and  Prophecy;  Internal  evidences, 
the  power  of  the  word  on     the  heart  and  life. 


BIOLOGICAL     SCIENCE. 
Professor    Horner. 


Zoology. 

1.  Zoology.— Four  hours,  one  year.  An  introductory  course 
in  general  zoology.  Laboratory  work,  recitations,  lectures,  read- 
ing. Local  and  marine  forms  will  be  studied.  Two  laboratory 
periods   and   two   recitation  periods.    Not  offered  in  1909-10. 

2.  Zoology.— Advanced  course,  Five  hours,  First  semester. 
Mammalian  anatomy  and  osteology.  Study  of  human  skeleton. 
Methods  of  injection  and  of  staining  and  mounting  for  the  micros- 
cope. Zoology  1  required.  Two  laboratory  periods,  and  three  re- 
citation  periods   per   week.    Not  offered  in  1909-10. 

Physiology. 

1.  Physiology.— Five  hours.  Second  semester.  Advanced 
course  in  human  physiology,  laboratory  work  and  recitations.  A 
practical  course,  with  special  emphasis  laid  upon  the  laws  of  hygi- 
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ene.  Required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts.  Three  recitation  periods,  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
week. 

Botany. 

1.  Botany — Four  hours,  one  year.  An  introductory  course. 
Recitations,  laboratory  work  and  field  excursions.  Morphology, 
physiology,  ecology,  histology  and  genealogic  relations  will  be  in- 
troduced during  the  later  half  of  the  year.  Five  laboratory  per- 
iods and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 

2.  Botany — Plant  physiology.  Five  hours,  First  semester. 
Two  laboratory  periods  and  three  recitation  periods  per  week. 


EDUCATION. 

Professor  McCreary. 

1.  History  of  Education, — Five  hours,  First  semester.  The 
work  covers  oriental,  classical,  mediaeval  and  modern  education, 
including  a  special  study  of  education  in  United  States.  This 
course  should  be  preceded  by  ancient  and  modern  history.  Pain- 
ter, Boone,  and  library.    (Given  1909-10.) 

2.  School  Law. — Two  hours,  Second  semester.  A  close  study 
is  made  of  the  Kansas  school  system,  its  origin  and  growth,  or- 
ganization and  maintenance,  merits  and  defects.  The  primary 
object  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  Kansas  school  laws.  To  bet- 
ter understand  these,  a  comparison  is  made  with  laws  of  other 
states.     (Given  1909-10.) 

3.  School  Management. — Three  hours,  Second  semester.  The 
work  covers  the  ground  as  treated  in  text  books  on  the  subject, 
together  with  a  study  of  present  day  problems  incident  to  school 
organization  and  management.  This  subject  is  treated  topically, 
no  text  book  being  used.  The  library  has  many  valuable  works 
on  this  subject,  eight  or  ten  of  which  are  practically  covered  en- 
tire.    (Given  1909-10.) 

4.  Methods.^ — Three  hours,  Second  semester.  This  course 
moves  within  the  field  of  applied  psychology.  The  nature  and 
development  of  the  mental  faculties  is  first  studied.  The  foun- 
dation principles  of  mind  activity  having  been  discovered,  these 
are  applied  to  the  region  of  pedagogics.  The  Herbartian  Philo- 
sophy is  given  much  attention.  Not  a  text  book  course,  but 
Smith    and    McMurray    are  largely  used.     (Given  1909-10.) 
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5.  Philosophy  of  Education. — Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
Rosenkranz'  Philosophy  of  Education,  and  Harris'  Psychologic 
Foundations  of  Education,  are  used  as  texts.  Education  is  con- 
sidered from  the  two-fold  aspect,  of  society  and  the  developing 
mind  of  the  child.  Should  he  preceded  by  psychology.  (Given 
1910-11.) 


ECONOMICS. 


Five   hours,  Second   semester. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  based  on  Walker's 
Advanced  Course  and  Seligman's  Principles  of  Economics  with 
reading  from  Jevon's  Money  and  the  Mechanism  of  Exchange, 
White's  History  of  Money  and  Banking  in  the  United  States, 
Clark's  Distribution  of  Wealth  and  Adams  and  Sumner's  Labor 
Problems. 


ELOCUTION.   (See  Public  Speaking.) 

A  limited  amount  of  work   in   Elocution     may     receive     col- 
lege credit.     (See  under  Requirements  for  Graduation.) 


ENGLISH. 

Professor  Matchette. 


Preparatory  English  Composition. 

This  will  be  given  through  three  years  of  the  Preparatory 
course.  It  will  be  devotedto  practice  in  writing,  with  stress  not 
only  upon  spelling,  punctuation,  sentence  structure,  and  para- 
graphing, but  will  train  the  pupil  to  give  free  and  spontaneous 
expression  to  his  observations  and  ideas. 

Text  Books — Lockwood  and  Emerson,.  Composition  and  Rhet- 
oric;  and   Seward  and   Newcomer,  Rhetoric  in  Practice. 

la.  This  course  is  required  for  first  year  students.  '  First 
semester's  work  will  consist  of  a  thorough  review  of  English 
Grammar.  Second  semester's  work  will  deal  with  Description 
and  Narration.     Two  hours  a  week. 

lb.  This  course  is  required  for  all  second  year  students. 
First  semester,   study  of  the  Paragraph  and  the  Sentence.     Sec- 
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ond  semester,  general  study  of  the  Forms  of  Prose  and  of     Po- 
etry,    Two  hours  #  week. 

la...  This  course  is  required  of  all. third  year  students.  First 
semester,  study  of  Rhetorical  Principles  and  Literary  Invention. 
Second    semester,    Literary  Style.     Two  hours  a  week. 

Preparatory    English    Literature. 

This -course  will  be  given  throughout  the  entire  four  years 
of  the  preparatory  course.  It  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  give  the 
student  not  only  an  appreciative  understanding  of  the  books  se- 
lected but  also  a  knowledge  of  their  place  in  the  history  of 
English  Literature. 

Text  Books — Painter,  American  Literature;  Newcomer  Amer- 
ican   Literature;      Pancoast,  English  Literature. 

2a.  This  course  will  consist  of  a  study  of  American  Liter- 
ature, covering  the  first  and  second  Colonial  Periods,  the  Rev- 
olutionary Period,  the  first  and  second  National  Periods.  Selec- 
tions from  representative  writers  will  be  studied,  as  The  Vi- 
sion of  Sir  Launfal,  The  House  of  Seven  Gables,  etc.  Required 
of    all   first   year   students.     Two  hours,  both  semesters. 

2b.  Required  of  all  second  year  students.  Stevenson's  Kid- 
napped, and  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde;  Kingsley's  Greek  Heroes, 
Classic  Myths;  and  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake,  will  be  thoroughly 
studied.     Two   hours,    both  semesters. 

2c.  This  course  together  with  2d  will  cover  the  history  of 
English  Literature  from  Chaucer  to  Tennyson.  First  semester, 
Chaucer's  Prologue  to  Canterbury  Tales;  Shakespeare's  Mer- 
chant of  Venice.  Second  semester,  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Mil- 
ton's L'  Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  Comus,  Lycidas.  Two  hours  a 
week,  both  semesters. 

2d.  This  course  will  cover  the  Period  of  French  Influence 
upon  English  Literature,  and  the  Modern  English  Period.  First 
semester,  Addison's  de  Cover  ley  Papers;  Pope's  Rape  of  the 
Lock;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  Scott's  Ivanhoe.  Second 
semester,  Macaulay's  Essays  on  Milton  and  Addison;  Tennyson's 
Idylls  of  the  King,  and  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner.  Two 
hours  a  week,   both   semesters. 

(The  classics  read  subject  to  change  to  meet  requirements 
of   the  college   Entrance    Examination  Board.) 
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College. — English    Composition. 

3.  Composition.  Instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
English  Composition.  Themes  once  a  week.  Text  book:  Gen- 
ung.  Two  hours,  First  semester.  Required  of  all  Freshmen. 
Given  1909-10. 

4.  Exposition.  Written  exercises  once  a  week.  Text  book: 
Buck  and  Woodbridge,  Expository  Writing.  Two  hours,  First 
semester.    Required  of  all  Sophomores. 

5.  Argumentation.  Written  exercises.  Text  book:  Buck, 
Argumentative  Writing.  Two  hours,  Second  semester.  Required 
of  all  Sophomores. 

College. — English    Literature. 

6.  American  Poets.  Students  are  expected  to  possess 
works  of  the  poets — Bryant,  Longfellow,  Lowell,  Whittier,  Emer- 
son, Poe.  Two  hours,  First  semester.  Open  to  Freshmen.  Giv- 
en 1909-10. 

7.  General  Study  of  Prose.  A  course  in  which  varieties  of 
prose  styl©  will  be  studied  with  representative  works  read  from 
De  Foe,  Johnson,  DeQuincy,  Carlyle,  Lowell.  Two  hours,  Second 
semester.     Open  to  Freshmen. 

8.  17th  and  18th  Century  Literature,  (from  1660  to  1798.) 
Lectures.  Weekly  reports  from  students.  First  semester,  Age 
of  Dryden  and  Age  of  Pope.  Second  semester,  Age  of  Johnson, 
and  early  romantic  revival.  Three  hours,  both  semesters.  Re- 
quired of  Juniors.     Open  to  Sophomores.    Given  1909-10. 

9.  19th  Century  Literature,  (from  1798  to  1832.)  Age  of 
Byron,  Scott,  Coleridge,  Wordsworth.  Three  hours,  First  semes- 
ter.    Open  to  Juniors. 

10.  Victorian  Prose.  A  thorough  study  of  Carlyle,  New- 
man, Ruskin,  Arnold  and  Pater,  with  reference  to  both  sub- 
stance and  style.  Three  hours,  First  semester.  Open  to  those 
who  have  had  course  7. 

11.  Victorian  Poets.  Lectures.  Class  discussions.  Weekly 
reports  from  students.  First  semester,  Tennyson.  Second  se- 
mester, Arnold,  Rossetti,  Swinburne.  Two  hours,  both  semesters. 
Open    to  Juniors    and  Seniors.     Given  1909-10. 

12.  Browning.  The  course  is  devoted  to  a  careful  study  of 
the  poet's  most  important  poems.  Three  hours,  First  semester. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Given  1909-10. 

13.  Milton:  Paradise  Lost.  Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors 
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14.  Shakespeare.  At  least  six  plays  will  be  studied.  Lec- 
tures. Weekly  reports  from  students.  Three  hours,  First  semes- 
ter.    Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

15.  Elizabethan  Dramatists.  Plays  of  Marlowe,  Johnson, 
Beaumont  and  Fletcher,  Middleton,  Massinger,  Webster,  Ford,  Dek- 
ker,  and  Heywood  are  read.  Three  hours,  Second  semester.  Fol- 
lows course  14.      Given     1909-10. 

16.  The  English  Novel.  A  rapid  historical  survey  of  the  ori- 
gin and  development  of  the  English  novel,  and  the  critical  discus- 
sion of  the  novel  each  of  Jane  Austin,  Scott,  Dickens,  Thacker- 
ay, George  Eliot,  and  Hawthorne.  Two  hours,  both  semesters. 
Open  to  Juniors. 

This  coming  year,  besides  the  preparatory  work,  Courses  3, 
6,  8,  11,  12,  and  15  will  be  given  and  any  other  for  which  there 
are  five  candidates.

Advanced  courses  in  the    Fine    Arts    may    receive      College 
credit  not   to  exceed   8   hours. 


FRENCH. 

Professor  Matchette. 
1.    Elementary  French.   Three  hours,  both  semesters. 
More  advanced  courses  in  both  reading  and  conversation  will 
be  given  if  there  is  demand  for  them. 


GERMAN. 
Professor  Dill. 


The  German  department  has  for  its  aim  a  practical  and  thoro 
study  of  the  German  language.  The  conversational  work  is  made 
as  practical  as  possible.  Special  drill  is  based  upon  the  vocab- 
ulary of  every  day  use.  The  literature  chosen  for  study  is  the 
best  the  language  affords  and  in  addition  to  the  translation 
the  works  are  studied  as  pieces  of  literature,  together  with  bio- 
graphical reviews  of  the  authors'   lives. 

1.  Four  hours,  First  semester.  Otis-Carruth  Grammar  with 
a  part  of  a  reader,  either  Gluck  Auf  or  Carruth's  Reader. 
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Four  hours,  Second  semester.  The  Grammar  and  reader  are 
finished  and  Storm's  Immensee  and  one  or  two  well  known  bal- 
lads. Throughout  this  year  special  attention  is  paid  to  grammati- 
cal construction,  enlarged  vocabulary,  and  conversation.,  Mem- 
ory passages  are  committed  and  the  work  is  supplemented  from 
other    grammars.      German1  script  is  used. 

2.  Five  hours,  First  semester.  Conversation  is  continued 
and  advance  composition  work  taken  up.  The  readers  are  Wil- 
helm  Tell  and  part  of  Maria  Stuart.  Second  semester.  Maria 
Stuart  finished.  Die  Jungfrau  von  Orleans  with  composition  work. 
These  books     are    all  historical. 

3.  Five  hours,  First  semester.  "Heine's  Poems"  for  ad- 
vanced readers.  Lessing's  "Nathan  der  Weise."  Second  semest- 
er. Goethe's  "Faust"  or  "Hermann  and  Dorothea"  with  supple- 
mentary work. 

4.  Advanced  German.  The  work  in  this  class  is  taken  up 
by  those  who  have  completed  the  three  years'  work.  The  Ger- 
man short  story  has  special  attention  in  this  department. 


GREEK. 

Professor  Wilson. 

In  all  the  Greek  Courses  it  is  the  aim— ra  good  foundation  in 
the  grammatical  principles  of  the  language  having  been  secured 
— so  to  study  the  authors  that  there  may  be  appreciation  of 
their    thought   and    literary  excellence. 

1.  Beginning  Greek  and  Anabasis.  Book  L-^Careful  atten- 
tion is  given  to  paradigm  and  conjugations  and  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  Syntax;  the  pronunciation  and  translation  of 
the  lessons  in  White's  First  Greek  Book  and  Book  1  of  the  An- 
abasis. Four  hours,  First  and  Second  semesters.  Preparatory 
course,  but  students  entering  Freshman  class  without  conditions 
will  be  given  college  credits   on   this  course. 

2.  Anabasis.  Books  II-IV. — The  essential  points  of  inflection 
and   syntax   thoroughly   reviewed.    Five  hours,  First  semester. 

3.  Homer's  Illfad.  Books  I-IV.— Translation  together  with 
some  study  of  Mythology,  Greek  Archaeology  and  the  structure 
of   Epic    poetry.     Five   hours,  Second  semester. 

4.  Memorabilia.  Books  I-PV.— Study  of  the  life  and  times  of 
Socrates  and  the  principles  of  his  philosophy.  Five  hours,  First 
semester.

History 
of  Europe  from  fall  of  Rome  to  close  of  French  Revolution. 
Leading  events  will  be  grouped  around  the  Holy  Roman  Empire, 
German  Migrations,  Feudalism,  the  Church,  Renaissance,  Refor- 
mation, French  Revolution,  and  the  rise  of  Modern  Nations. 
Robinson's  Readings  in  European  History.  Open  to  all  college 
students. 

3.  English  History. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  Chey- 
ney's  text  is  used  with  library  reading  and  map  study.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  .the  political  and  constitutional  phase. 
Open  to  all  college  students. 

4.  American  Political  History. — Five  hours,  Second  semes- 
ter. Johnson's  American  Political  History,  covering  period  1763- 
1876,  is  used  as  a  basis  for  the  work  with  collateral  reading. 
The  library  has  a  choice  selection  of  both  source  and  secondary 
works  in  American  History.  Open  to  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  of 
the  college.  Others  may  be  admitted,  if  they  are  mature  stu- 
dents and  have  had  the  other  courses  In  history. 
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LATIN.

Orations  for  Manilian  law  and  Poet 
Archias.  Essay  on  Friendship.  Prose  composition  once  a  week.

4.  Virgil. — Four  hours,  First  and  Second  semester.  First 
six  books  of  the  Aeneid.

The  course  con- 
sists of  the  four  fundamental  operations,  and  factoring,  highest 
common  factor,  least  common    multiple,    fractions,    simple      equa- 
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tions,  graphs,  radicals,  theory  of  exponents,  ratio  and  propor- 
tion, binomial  theorem,  progressions.  Text  Book:  Somerville's 
Elementary  Algebra.

5.  Plane  Trigonometry. — Two  hours,  both  semesters.  Re- 
quired of  all  candidates  for  degree. 

6.  Spherical  Trigonometry. — Two  hours  during  one  semester. 

7.  Plane  Analytic  Geometry. — Two  hours,  both  semesters. 
Study  of  straight  line,  circle,  parabola,  ellipse,  and  hyperbola. 
Text  Book:  Wentworth. 

8.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. — Three  hours,  both  se- 
mesters. Differentiation,  development  of  rules  for  differentiating 
standard  elementary  forms,  simple  applications  of  the  deriva- 
tive, successive  differentiation,  maxima  and  minima,  points  of  in- 
flection, differentials,  rates,  integration,  definite  integrals,  suc- 
cessive integration.     Text  book,  Granville. 

9.  Solid  Analytic  Geometry. — Two  hours,  one  semester. 
Text  book,  Wentworth. 

10.  Calculus. — Three  hours,  one  semeste:.  A  continuation  of 
course  8.  Intended  for  those  who  desire  more  skill  in  the  appli- 
cations of  the  calculus  than  can  be  acquired  in  completing 
course   8.     Text   book,  Granville. 

11.  Astronomy. — One  semester. 


MUSIC. 

A  maximum  of  8  hours  in  Music,  Elocution  or  Art  work 
may  be  credited  toward  degree.  For  description  of  courses  see 
Conservatory  of  Music. 
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PHILOSOPHY. 
Professor 


1.  Elements  of  Psychology. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  This 
course  is  designed  to  explain  elementary  problems  of  mental 
phenomena.  It  is  expected  to  be  of  special  value  to  those  who 
expect  to  go  on  with  courses  in  philosophy  and  also  for  students 
of  physiology.  Consciousness,  thought,  reason,  attention  and  in- 
tuition are  investigated. 

"James'  Psychology"  and  "Porter's  Intellectual  Science"  are 
used  as  texts.     Required  of  all  Seniors. 

2.  Ethics. — Three  hours,  Second  semester.  This  course  will 
include  a  review  of  Greek  and  early  Christian  ethical  theories. 
Then  brief  survey  of  modern  conceptions  of  life.  The  program 
includes  a  study  of  the  following  subjects:  emotions,  conscience, 
will,  highest  good,  egoism  and  altruism,  virtue,  character,  justice 
and  right.  Paulsen's  System  of  Ethics  will  be  used  as  refer- 
ence. Hickok's  Moral  Science  regular  text,  should  be  preced- 
ed by  psychology.  Required  of  all  candidates  for  Bachelor's  de- 
gree. 

3.  Logic. — Three  hours,  First  semester.  The  design  is  to  en- 
able students  to  understand  all  the  more  general  forms  of  reas- 
oning.    Jevon's  Hill  text  is  used. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  candidates  for 
Bachelor's  degree. 

4.  History  of  Philosophy. — Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
This  course  opens  with  study  of  Greek  thinkers  and  reviews 
movements  of  thought  through  the  modern  school  of  philosopby. 
Schwegler's  text  is  used,  supplemented  by  assigned  readings  in 
histories   and   in   the   author's  studies.     Open  to  Seniors.

Chemistry. 

1.  General  Chemistry.— Five  hours,  First  semester.  Lectures, 
recitations  and  laboratory  work.  A  study  of  the  history  and  prop- 
erties of  chemical  elements  and  their  important  compounds. 
Three  recitation  periods  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Required  of  freshmen  or  sophomores. 

2.  Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry.— Five  hours,  Second  se- 
mester.   A  study  of  the  general  laws  of  chemistry  as  related  to 
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the  non-metallic  elements.     Three  recitation  periods  and  two  lab- 
oratory periods  per  week. 

3.  Qualitative  Analysis. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  A  study 
of  the  metals  with  an  introduction  to  methods  used  in  the  de- 
tection and  separation  of  inorganic  bases  and  acids.  Four  labor- 
atory periods  and  one  recitation  period  per  week. 

4.  Qualitative  Analysis. — Five  hours,  Second  semester.  A 
continuation  of  Course  3.  The  analysis  of  a  given  number  of 
"unknowns"   will  be   required. 

5.  Quantitative  Analysis. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory  work.    Volumetric  methods.

The 
text  books  used  are  Cumnock's  Choice  Readings  and  Marshland's 
text  on  Public  Speaking. 

Voice  Culture. 

1.  During  this  semester  instruction  is  given  in  management 
and  regulation  of  the  breath;  the  most  approved  method  of  ac- 
quiring a  distinct  articulation;  the  function  of  the  Natural  and 
Orotund  Voices;  development  of  the  voice  with  regard  to  force, 
stress,  pitch,  melody,  emphasis  and  pronunciation;  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  gesture  and  their  application. 

Oratory. 

2.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  education  has  the  need  of 
ability  to  speak  been  so  apparent  as  now.  To  prepare  for  the 
opportunity  and  necessity  of  public  speech  is  the  aim  of  a  course 
in  Oratory.  The  instruction  in  this  study  will  be  in  harmony 
with  the  latest  thought  of  masters  in  the  art  of  public  speech. 
The  laws  of  thought  will  be  studied  and  exemplified,  as  well  as 
laws  of  vocalization.  The  excellencies  of  oratorical  address  will 
be  illustrated  in  the  study  of  expression  of  masterpieces  of  Eng- 
lish    and  American  eloquence. 

Interpretation. 

3.  All  technique  is  necessary  but  far  more  necessary  is  the 
education  of  the  sensibilities.     Every  effort  is  put  forth  in     the 
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education  of  the  sensibilities  thru  the  cultivation  of  the  percep- 
tive faculties  and  the  imagination.  A  cultivated  imagination  that 
creates  and  reveals  the  scene  as  perfectly  to  the  soul  as  the  nat- 
ural eye  could  reveal  it  to  the  mind,  is  the  secret  and  source  of 
all  eloquent  and  expressive  speech,  join  this  to  a  regulated  judg- 
ment and  with  an  underlying  technical  drill,  you  have  the  combi- 
nation that  unlocks  every  door  that  leads  to  successful  reading 
and  speaking.  Interpretations  of  the  best  authors  will  be  stud- 
ied in  the  different  styles  of  reading,  as  common  reading,  pathos, 
humor,  gayety,  solemnity,  dramatic,  abrupt  and  startling  styles. 
The  practical  results  expected  from  this  semester's  training  are: 
An  elegant  and  refined  pronunciation  of  the  English  tongue,  ab- 
solutely distinct  utterance,  flexible  and  melodious  voice,  develop- 
ment of  the  sensibilities,  by  which  correct,  instant  and  vigorous 
emotional  expression,  responsive  to  the  thought  may  be  awak- 
ened. 

In  the  private  instruction  the  same  line  of  work  will  be  car- 
ried on  in  a  more  advanced  form,  dramatic  art  and  presenta- 
tions, didactic  reading  and  personation.  In  the  more  advanced 
work  the  results  to  be  expected  will  be  the  acquisition  of  a 
thoroly  artistic  form  in  the  reading  of  narrative,  descriptive  and 
didactic  styles,  also  in  the  delivery  of  orations,  the  ability  to  ana- 
lyze and  interpret  at  sight,  any  selection  of  varied  expressions, 
and  the  power  to  entertain  and  please  an  audience. 
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£be  preparatory  Department 


The  Preparatory  Department,  from  the  first,  has  had  a  jus- 
tifiable existence,  in  view  of  the  lack  of  secondary  school  priv- 
ileges of  many  of  our  students.  The  advantages  offered  are  two- 
fold: A  preparation  for  a  collegiate  course,  and  thorough  training 
in  academic  branches. 

The  Instruction  is  given  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the 
regular  college  classes,  affording  a  marked  advantage  to  under- 
class students.  The  privileges  of  the  Preparatory  students  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  college. 

For  Admission  to  this  department  elementary  knowledge  of 
English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  United  States  History  and  Geog- 
raphy is  required.  For  advanced  standing  the  applicant  must 
show  ability  to  enter  the  studies  proposed.  Certificates  from 
public  school  or  high  school  may  be  received  as  credits  on  ap- 
proval. 

Amount  of  Work  and  Graduation. 

Students  in  the  preparatory  school  regularly  carry  sixteen 
hours,  recitation  work  per  week  for  the  four  years.  a  year's 
work  in  one  course,  four  hours  per  week,  is  counted  as  one  unit. 
Students  are  graduated  when  they  receive  fifteen  units'  credit. 
Strong  students,  by  carrying  extra  work,  may  meet  the  condition 
for  graduation  in  three  years  and  are  encouraged  to  do  so,  but 
no  student  may  carry  extra  work  who  does  not  secure  a  grade  of 
I  or  II  in  the  regular  work.  On  the  completion  of  the  Preparatory 
Course,  students  are  granted  a  certificate  which  admits  to  the 
Freshman  class  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  Each  graduate 
is  required  to  write  an  oration.

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IRormal  department 


The  Normal  Department  is  designed  to  give  a  thoro  prepar- 
ation for  teaching,  and  to  meet  the  demands  for  competent 
and  professionally  trained  teachers.  Normal  students  receive 
the  same  careful  attention,  and  enjoy  the  same  privileges  ac- 
corded students  of  the  other  departments.  Stress  is  laid  upon 
mastery    of    the    common    school  branches,  and  upon  thoroness. 

History  of  Education,  Philosophy  of  Education,  School  Law, 
School  Management  and  Methods  of  Instruction  are  given  spe- 
cial attention  in  the  Normal  Courses.  Besides  these  subjects, 
courses  in  Elementary  Pedagogy  and  School  Supervision  contri- 
bute to  the  students'  professional  training.  Each  student  of 
this  department  during  his  third  or  fourth  year  is  required  to 
devote  at  least  18  weeks  to  practice  teaching  and  criticism  un- 
der the  direct  supervision  of  the  regular  professor,  or  the  pro- 
fessor of  pedagogy. 

The  Normal  Course  is  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  leads  to  the  State  Certificate.  It  provides  careful  in- 
struction in  both  the  Academic  and  Professional  subjects.  The 
course  covers  a  period  of  five  years.  In  this  course  is  brought 
together  all  that  bears  upon  Pedagogy,  from  the  History  of  Edu- 
cation, from  Psychology,  from  the  principles  and  art  of  teach- 
ing, and  from  a  comparative  study  of  systems  of  education.  This 
knowledge  is  united  into  a  body  of  pedagogical  doctrine  and 
its  application  to  education  and  instruction  pointed  out.  The 
course  is  especially  arranged  with  reference  to  the  needs  of 
the  average  teacher,  or  one  preparing  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools. 

Entrance    Requirements. 

Entrance  Requirements  are  as  follows:  Those  entering  to 
pursue  regular  work  must  present  certificates  of  graduation 
from  common  school  work,  or  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  be- 
ing able  to  take  the  course.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing 
in  this  department  must  take  examination  in  those  subjects  for 
which  credit  is  desired;  or  present  a  first  or  second  grade,  or 
professional  county  teachers  certificate  covering  those  iubjectsj 
or   present   official   evidence  of  having  satisfactorily       completed 
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such  subjects  in  an  accredited  school.  Passing  grades  in  the 
Normal  Department  must  be  80  per  centum,  with  the  exception 
that  in   Spelling  they  must  be  90  per  centum. 

Time  of  Admission. 

Students  can  enter  at  the  beginning  of  any  term,  and  will 
usually  find  classes  suited  to  their  advancement.  To  meet  the 
needs  of  teachers  and  those  preparing  to  teach,  classes  in  the 
common  branches  are  taught  during  the  entire  year.  All  can 
thus  be  accommodated,  as  subjects  offered  during  the  first  part 
of  the  year  are  repeated  in  the  last  half  of  second  semester. 

The  Educational  Library  is  quite  complete,  containing  most 
of  the  standard  works  upon  education.  Several  educational  pe- 
riodicals are  upon  the  reading  tables. 

State  Certificates. 

Under  the  law  of  1893  graduates  from  the  Normal  Course 
receive  a  three  years'  certificate  to  teach  in  any  of  the  schools 
of  the  State.  This  certificate  becomes  a  life  certificate,  if  the 
holder  teaches  two  out  of  the  three  years  to  which  his  certifi- 
cate entitles  him.  The  State  Board  of  Education  requires  an 
examination  in  the  five  professional  branches  only.  Prospec- 
tive teachers  should  not  overlook  the  opportunity  of  thus  se- 
curing a  life  certificate. 

The  course  of  study  of  the  Normal  Department  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education  under  the  Law  of  1899, 
so  that  Cooper  students  will  get  all  the  benefits  of  that  law. 

Graduation  and  Diploma. — Students  who  satisfactorily  com- 
plete the  Normal  Course  participate  in  the  regular  graduation 
exercises  with  graduates  of  the  college  classes;  and  are  pre- 
sented with   the   Normal   Diploma  of  the  college. 

Teachers'  Professional  Subjects. 

Psychology. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  Thorough  advanc- 
ed course  based  on  Porter's  Elements  of  Intellectual  Science, 
and  James'  Psychology. 

Philosophy  of  Education — Three  hours,  Second  semester. 
Based  on  Rosenkranz's  text,  a  careful  study  of  the  principles 
underlying  the  science  and  art  of  teaching;  the  nature,  form 
and  limitation  of  education;  the  principles  governing  physical,  in- 
tellectual and  moral  education  and  their  practical  application  to 
the  various  stages  of  the  child's  development.  Psychology  is 
prerequisite. 
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History  of  Education. — Five  hours,  First  semester.  Text 
used,  Painter  and  Boone;  library  readings  required;  survey  of 
educational  systems  of  both  ancient  and  modern  nations;  typical 
movements  in  education;  the  great  educators,  development,  pur- 
poses and  ideals  of  different  systems,  and  their  realization  in 
school  organization  and  methods;  the  educational  history  of  the 
United  States;   modern  tendencies. 

School  Law  or  Educational  Civics. — Two  hours,  First  semes- 
ter. The  provisions  of  Kansas  law  relating  to  school  mainte- 
nance, supervision,  organization  and  administration.  Compari- 
son with  laws  of  other  States;  National  aid;  special  state  and 
city    systems;    library    readings. 

School  Management. — Two  and  one-half  hours,  First  half, 
Second  semester.  The  problems  of  public  schools,  organization, 
program,  grading,  promotions,  examinations,  class  management, 
discipline,  incentives,  employments,  co-operations,  qualifications 
and  duties  of  teachers,  school  boards  and  duties,  buildings  and 
their  equipment,  school  hygiene,  moral  training,  loose  and  close 
supervision.     Library  readings. 

General  Method. — Two  and  one-half  hours,  First  half  of  Sec- 
ond semester.  Library  readings;  theory  of  recitation;  the  for- 
mal steps  in  instruction,  preparation  (analysis),  presentation 
(synthesis),  comparison  (association,  abstraction,),  generaliza- 
tion (system,  definition),  application;  the  law  of  instruction,  in- 
duction, apperception,  aim,  self-activity,  interest,  correlation.  How 
to    correlate    the   arts    of   study,  learning  and  teaching. 

Elementary  Pedagogy.— One-half  of  one  semester.  An  out- 
line of  the  powers  and  activities  of  the  mind;  the  underlying- 
principles  and  methods  of  teaching;  study  of  the  most  approv- 
ed methods  of  instruction  in  the  common  branches. 

Teaching  and  Criticism. — One  semester.  Actual  practice  in 
class  instruction  and  observation,  under  criticism  of  the  teacher 
of  the  department  in  which  work  is  done,  or  the  professor  of 
pedagogy.     Required  of  all     State  Certificate  graduates.

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Commercial  Department 


The  Commercial  Department  is  conducted  upon  principles 
that  encourage  and  interest  students  and  prepare  them  for 
practical  work  in  the  shortest  time  possible.  Each  student  is 
given  individual  attention  and  is  assisted  so  as  to  advance  as 
rapidly   as   is   consistent  with  good  work. 


COMMERCIAL   COURSE. 

The  Commercial  Course  is  thoro  and  complete  in  every  re- 
spect and  our  graduates  are  holding  good  positions  and  are  ful- 
ly able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  business  offices.  It 
affords  special  advantages  to  the  student  who  desires  to  fit 
himself  for  business  or  for  office  positions.  The  course  includes 
Bookkeeping,  Business  Practice,  Arithmetic,  Commercial  Law, 
Grammar  and  Correspondence,  Orthography  and  Penmanship, 
office  Practice  and  Banking. 

Bookkeeping. 

Bookkeeping  is  the  foundation  study  of  this  course.  The  oth- 
er branches,  though  equally  important,  are  auxiliary  to  its  prac- 
tical application.  The  Sadler-Rowe  Budget  System  of  Bookkeep- 
ing is  used.  The  instruction  is  almost  wholly  individual.  Each 
student  does  his  work  independently  of  other  students  and 
makes  such  progress  as  his  ability  and  application  merit.  Those 
who  have  studied  bookkeeping  before  entering  .are  allowed  to 
take  such  advanced  work  as  they  may  be  able  to  handle. 

Arithmetic. 
In  Arithmetic,  the  aim  is  to  secure  accuracy  and  rapidity  in 
addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division.  These  simple 
processes  mean  much  to  a  business  man,  yet  there  are  compara- 
tively few  who  are  proficient  in  them.  Much  time  is  given  to 
short  methods  and  rapid  calculation.  Percentage,  Partial  P  - 
ments,  averaging  of  accounts,  etc.,  receive  due  attention  also. 

Commercial    Law. 
We  use  Lyon's  Commercial  Law   which   presents   this   impor- 
tant  subject  in  a  very  concise  manner.     This  covers  a     thorough 
study    of    negotiable    paper,  Contracts,   Guaranty    and    Suretyship. 
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Interest  and  Usury,  Sale  of  Personal  Property,  Bailment,  Agency, 
Partnership,  Corporations,  Joint  Stock  Companies,  Insurance  and 
Real  Estate. 

Grammar   and    Commercial    Correspondence. 

The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  the  essentials  of  grammar. 
This  is  absolutely  necessary  to  every  one  who  would  win  the 
respect  of  the  business  world  and  is  especially  so  to  every  one 
who  does  Commercial  work.  The  necessary  elements  which  en- 
ter into  good  correspondence  are  taken  up  and  very  thoroughly 
treated,  giving  the  student  various  forms  to  write  out.  Drills 
are  given  on  business  letter  writing  and  the  careful  filing  of 
business  papers  of  all  kinds. 

Orthography. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  this  subject.  We  aid  our  stu- 
dents in  becoming  proficient  in  spelling,  giving  special  attention 
to  construction  and  use  of  words,  and  require  a  final  passing 
grade  of  90  per  cent.  Careful  drill  in  regular  recitations,  requir- 
ing perfect  work  in  their  typewriting  manuscripts,  and  the 
checking  of  all  other  written  work  create  a  habit  of  observation 
which  aids  the  student  materially.  Words  used  in  every  day 
business    transactions    receive  especial  attention. 

Business  Penmanship. 

The  purpose  of  our  department  is  to  assist  the  student  in 
acquiring  a  good  business  innd  such  as  will  be  found  the  most 
advantageous  for  practical  work.  We  teach  the  muscular  move- 
ment as  advocated  by  all  the  leading  schools.  The  student  is 
required   to   subscribe   for  one  penmanship  journal. 

Office    Practice. 

After  the  student  has  acquired  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
theoretical  side  of  the  commercial  work,  he  is  given  a  course  in 
actual  business  practice.  Here  he  is  taught  the  use  of  the 
mimeograph,  the  filing  of  all  kinds  of  business  papers  and  let- 
ters, writing  letters,  and  the  routine  of  every  day  business. 

Banking. 

A  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  the  banks  of  our  coun- 
try are  carried  on,  their  value  to  the  community,  and  the  safe- 
guards with  which  they  are  surrounded,  is  of  incalculable  value 
to  all.  Our  course  aims  to  bring  out  all  these  points  and  at  the 
same  time  shows  the  principles    of    bookkeeping    as    applied      to 
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this  line  of  work.  In  connection  with  the  budget  on  this  subject, 
a  period  of  at  least  two  weeks  in  the  college  bank  is  required 
of  each  student  to  give  him  a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  subject. 


SHORTHAND   COURSE. 

The  Shorthand  Course  includes  Shorthand,  Typewriting, 
Grammar,     Correspondence,  Orthography,  and  Office  Practice. 

The  advantages  of  Shorthand  are  too  manifest  to  need  men- 
tion. We  have  no  hesitancy  in  claiming  that  our  system  and 
manner  of  teaching  have  met  all  tests  successfully.  Until  the 
past  year  we  have  been  teaching  the  Pernin,  and  have  now  ad- 
ded the  Gregg,  another  very  popular  light-line  system.  This  sys- 
tem is  so  widely  advertised  that  it  needs  no  further  comment 
from  us,  unless  we  might  add  that  we  believe  it  is  the  easiest 
system   before   the    public    to    learn. 

Typewriting. 

Typewriting  is  yearly  assuming  a  greater  importance  in  the 
commercial  world.  To  meet  the  demands  of  the  day,  one  who 
holds  an  office  position  of  any  kind  must  be  able  to  operate  a 
typewriter  rapidly.  It  is  not  confined  to  office  positions  only 
but  is  widely  used  by  men  in  professional  life  and  several  of 
our  literary  students  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportun- 
ity and  are  adding  this  to  their  course  of  study.  Last  fall  we 
added  threee  new  Remington  Visible  Typewriters  to  our  de- 
partment which  with  the  Touch  system  of  writing  gives  our 
students  the  advantage  of  latest  machines  and  the  best  manner 
of  operating  them. 

Office    Practice. 

After  the  student  has  his  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  well 
in  hand  he  is  given  a  thorough  drill  in  office  work.  Here  he  re- 
ceives actual  dictation  and  if  he  is  taking  the  bookkeeping- 
course  is  required  to  keep  a  record  of  the  transactions  along 
with  the  correspondence.  Considerable  of  the  college  correspon- 
dence is  given  to  this  class  which  gives  them  a  variety  of  dicta- 
tion, acquaints  them  with  different  styles  of  dictators,  and  frees 
them  from  the  usual  embarasment  which  is  usually  incident  with 
the  "first  job."  Before  completing  the  course,  each  student  is 
required  to  take  thirty  letters  ranging  in  length  from  100  to 
150  words  each,  transcribe  and  address  envelopes  for  them,  fold 
letters,   and  place   in   envelopes  to  be  handed  in  with  the  rest  of 
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the  work  at  the  end  of  the  day.  Cut  one  letter  on  stencil  and 
run  off  ten  copies  and  fill  in  addresses.  File  thirty  letters  or 
invoices.  Of  the  thirty  letters  dictated,  copy  five  in  the  letter 
press  and  index,     and     take  carbon  copies  of  five  others. 

Requirements    for    Graduation. 

Take  from  dictation  for  five  minutes  at  a  rate  of  125  words 
per  minute  on  new  matter  and  transcribe  it  on  the  typewriter 
without  material   error  in   a  half  hour. 

Time    Required   to  Complete   a  Course. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  definitely  the  time  required  for 
the  completion  of  any  course.  It  depends  upon  the  education  of 
the  pupil  when  entering,  his  ability  to  learn,  and  his  application 
to  study.  Students  having  a  good  common  school  education  who 
are  not  afraid  of  work  can  complete  either  the  Shorthand  or 
Business  Course  in  from  four  to  six  months,  or  the  two  courses 
combined  in  from  eight  to  twelve  months. 

Neglected  Education. 

No  one  need  hesitate  to  enter  college  on  account  of  neglect- 
ed education  or  advanced  age.  No  special  qualifications  are  re- 
quired. Many  backward  pupils  enter  every  year  who  by  in- 
dustry and  perseverance  easily  gain  what  was  lost  through  ne- 
glect or  lack  of  opportunity  and  are  soon  prepared  to  enter  up- 
on a  successful  business  career.  It  requires  a  little  stronger 
resolution  to  enter,  perhaps  a  little  longer  to  finish,  but  the 
mature  judgment  that  added  years  have  brought,  makes  ad- 
vancement surprising  and  gratifying. 

Positions. 

Last  winter  a  good  many  first  class  positions  were  left  va- 
cant owing  to  the  fact  that  we  had  no  student  who  was  far 
enough  advanced  to  take  up  the  work  at  the  time  the  position 
was  offered.  These  were  all  first  class  positions  and  nothing 
but  first  class  workmen  are  wanted.  The  lowest  wages  offered 
were  $50.00  and  from  that  on  up  to  $75.00.  Some  are  laboring 
under  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  business  world  is  over-run  with 
stenographers  and  bookkeepers,  (and  this  is  true  of  those  who 
are  only  half  prepared)  but  bright,  wide-awake  young  men  and 
women  who  are  not  afraid  of  work  and  are  well  equipped  are 
really   in   demand.     Cooper  College    aids    her   graduates    of      the 
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Commercial  Department  in  getting  good  positions  and  at  the 
present  time  we  do  not  know  of  a  single  graduate  who  has  not 
a  good  position. 

Rooms   and    Equipment. 

This  department  occupies  the  best  quarter  of  the  building, 
being  on  the  first  floor,  is  well  lighted,  and  heated  by  steam. 
Large  desks  are  provided  for  the  students,  and  office  furniture 
to  meet  all  requirements.

This  Business  School  has  many  additional  advantages  be- 
cause of  its  connection  with  the  Liberal  Arts  College.  The  stu- 
dents have  the  advantage  of  Library,  Literary  Societies,  Y.  W. 
and  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Athletic  Grounds,  Public  Lectures,  etc.  These 
incidental  influences  cannot  be  over-estimated.

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  impart  the  underlying 
principles  of  drawing  and  painting  and  to  cultivate  and  develop 
a  love  for  the  beautiful. 

It  offers  to  pupils  skilled  instruction  and  an  opportunity  for 
broad  development  in  the  specialties  properly  belonging  to  the 
fine  arts. 

This  opportunity  is  offered  primarily,  for  the  purpose  of  ar- 
tistic culture.  A  secondary  aim  is  to  fit  pupils  for  teaching  the 
subject  in  the  public  schools 

Drawing. 

Form  study,  perspective,  sketching  from  nature  and  from 
objects  are  included  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  drawing. 
This  course  is  of  great  value  to  the  student. 

1.  It  trains  to  habits  of  correct  seeing.  Eye  training  is  at 
the  very  threshold  of  the  work.  Our  knowledge  of  the  forms  of 
objects,  tends  to  mislead  us  in  attempting  to  represent  them. 

2.  It  cultivates  accuracy.  Drill  in  size,  proportion,  contour, 
etc.,  cannot  fail  to  make  the  student  accurate  as  to  eye  and 
hand. 

3.  It  makes  possible  to  more  clearly  express  and  impress 
thought.  A  few  strokes  of  the  pencil  will  convey  an  idea  with 
a  distinctness  and  fullness  which  words  will  not  do. 

Painting. 

Classes  in  oil,  pastel,  water-colors  and  china  painting  meet 
thruout  the  year.  Work  is  done  from  still  life  and  nature  as 
well  as  from   selected  studies. 

The  studio  is  furnished  with  a  kiln,  thus  bringing  the  be- 
autiful art  of  china  painting  within  the  reach  of  all. 

An  exhibition  is  given  annually.  A  program  being  given 
in  the   chapel,   the  work  of  the  class  is  displayed. 

Special  rates  are  made  to  college  students.  Visitors  are 
always   welcome   in   the   studio.

Music  study  is  many  sided.  To  make  it  truly  educative  it 
must  be  pursued  from  both  theoretical  and  practical  standpoints. 
Its  study  includes  not  only  technical  training  but  intellectual 
and   emotional  development  as  well. 

The  present  age  demands  of  a  musician  that  he  be  broad 
minded,  intelligent  and  artistic.  The  serious  study  of  the  art 
has  taken  an  honored  place  in  the  curriculum  of  every  school, 
academy  and  college.  Recognizing  this,  our  Conservatory  of 
Music  is  organized  with  the  view  of  giving  each  student  thoro 
knowledge  of  music  and  surrounding  him  with  the  refining  and 
ennobling  influence  that  flows  from  such  a  center. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  management  to  graduate  from  this 
school     artistic   performers  and  competent  teachers. 

The  work  of  the  Conservatory  is  divided  into  departments, 
each  course  laid  out  in  broad  lines.  The  instructors  bring  to 
the  work  thorough  education,  successful  experience  as  teachers 
and  an  enthusiasm  that  should  find  responses  in  the  heart  of 
every   student   and   friend    of   Cooper   College. 


PIANO. 

The  piano  course  consists  of  a  preparatory  course  of  two 
years,  and  a  collegiate  course  of  three  years. 

Appended  is  a  specimen  course  founded  in  the  etude  sys- 
tem together  with  which  will  be  taught  concert  and  salon  pieces 
and    works   of   the    Masters  throughout  the  entire  course. 
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The  completion  of  Jadassohn's  Harmony,  Filmore's  History 
of  Music,  attendance  upon  all  student  recitals  and  the  giving  of 
a  public   recital   are   required  for  graduation. 

Preparatory. 

Technical  exercises  at  table  and  piano  for  hand  position,  fin- 
ger and  wrist  development.  Special  attention  to  variety  of  touch, 
major  and  minor  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios.  Studies  by  Koh- 
ler,  Tapper,  Czerny  and  Loeschorn.  Pieces  selected  with  the 
view  of  creating  a  taste  for  good  style,  and  drawing  out  the 
student's   power   of   interpretation. 

Collegiate. 

Technical  work  by  Hanon,  Pischna  and  Tausig.  Studies  and 
etudes  selected  from  Bertini,  Heller  (Phrasing),  Krause  (Trill), 
Berens  (Velocity),  Bach  (Little  Preludes  and  two  part  inven- 
tions), Cramer  Clementi  (Gradus  ad  Parnassum),  Chopin  (Et- 
udes). 

Selections  from  the  best  modern  writers  and  the  classics 
throughout    the    entire    course. 

Pupils  must  have  studied  and  be  able  to  render  in  a  credi- 
table manner  the  following  compositions  before  entering  the 
graduating  year:  one  Mozart  Sonata,  one  Haydn  Sonata,  one 
BeethoveD  Sonata,  two  waltzes  of  Chopin,  one  Nocturne,  one 
Polonaise,  one  Etude,  two  compositions  by  Schubert,  two  by 
Schumann. 


VOICE  CULTURE. 

In  this  department  advantages  are  offered  which  will  lead 
to  the  highest  attainment  in  this  line  of  art. 

Voice     Placing. 

Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  proper  placing  of  the 
voice.  This  is  considered  of  the  utmost  importance,  as  neglect 
of   it   almost    invariably   results  in  permanent  injury  to  the  voice. 

To  accomplish  this  the  pupil  is  instructed  in  a  proper  con- 
trol of  the  breath,  a  perfect  union  of  the  registers,  a  fine  and 
easy  emission  of  the  tone  and  knowledge  of  the  different  tim- 
bers of  the  voice. 

By  these  means  the  voi  e  is  produced  with  equal  beauty  and 
brilliancy    throughout   the    entire   compass. 

As  with  the  piano,  this  course  is  divided  into  two  courses, 
preparatory  and  collegiate. 
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The  definite  length  of  this  course  depends  entirely  upon 
the  ability  of  the  pupil  and  the  progress  made  by  him. 

The  completion  of  Jadassohn's  Harmony,  Filmore's  History 
of  Music,  attendance  upon  all  Student's  recitals,  and  the  giving 
of  a   public   recital  is  required  for  graduation. 

Preparatory. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  breathing,  tone 
placing,    agility    and    relaxation  of  muscles. 

Vocalises:  Fred  Sieber's  8  measures  studies;  simple  songs 
to   assist    in    overcoming   the  difficulties  the  pupil  may  have. 

Collegiate. 

Exercises  in  agility,  uniting  of  tones,  swell,  mezza-voce,  em- 
bellishments, trill,  style  and  finish.  Vocalises  used  are  selec- 
tions from  Sieber  and  Concone,  a  series  of  Masterpieces  of 
Vocalization  which  is  a  graded  series  of  Vocal  Studies  chosen 
from  the  celebrated  works  of  the  great  Masters  of  singing.  Re- 
pertoire of  classic  German,  French  and  Italian  songs.  Oratorio 
and  Opera. 

It  is  advised  that  Vocal  pupils  study  German  and  French.  It 
is  also  expected  that  graduates  have  at  least  three  years  piano. 


THEORY. 


The  course  offered  in  theory  includes  harmony  and  musical 
history. 

The  importance  of  the  work  is  strongly  urged.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  any  work  in  piano  or  voice  be  supplemented  by 
study  in  this  course. 

The  work  is  carried  on  in  a  systematic  way,  examination 
being  given  each   semester  and   records  kept. 

Harmony. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  keys,  scales,  signatures,  intervals, 
triads,  chord  connection,  chords  of  all  kinds,  including  altered 
and  augmented,  suspensions,  passing  chords,  melodic  changes 
and  organ  point  will  be  required.  The  harmonizing  of  melodies 
and  chorals.  The  playing  of  modulations  of  many  kinds  through 
all  keys. 

Text,    Emery    and   Jadassohn. 
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History. 

The  general  history  of  music  showing  its  growth  and  devel- 
opment. Early  Christian  Music,  Polyphonic  Music,  Monophonic 
Music,  the  rise  of  Instrumental  Music  in  the  classic  form,  the 
Opera,  the  Oratorio,  Romantic  Music.  These  lessons  are  given 
in  the  form  of  lectures  and  lessons  from  text  books  with  out- 
side reading. 


COOPER  CHORAL  SOCIETY. 

This  society,  while  having  its  own  officers  and  conducting 
its  own  affairs,  is  affiliated  with  the  College  and  offers  stu- 
dents, at  a,  merely  nominal  fee,  the  advantages  of  first  class 
chorus  drill.  Concerts  of  the  highest  grade  will  be  given  each 
year  by  the  society. 


RECITALS,    LECTURES,    ETC. 

At  frequent  intervals  recitals  will  be  given  by  the  members 
of  the  faculty  at  which  an  explanation  of  the  music  performed 
will  be  given,  thus  enabling  the  student  to  hear  good  music  per- 
formed in  an  artistic  manner. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  pupils'  recitals  will  be  given  at 
which  students  of  all  grades  are  expected  to  perform. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  a  Term  Recital  will  be  given  at 
which  advanced  pupils  of  the  Conservatory  present  a  program 
to  the  public. 

Each  student  is  urged  to  hear  all  the  good  music  possible, 
that  his  musical  tastes  may  reach  the  highest  possible  cultiva- 
tion. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION.  * 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  are  not  enrolled  for 
less  than  the  term  in  which   they  enter. 

In  order  to  secure  a  diploma  the  student  must  have  finished 
the  prescribed  work,  and  must  have  spent  at  least  one  year  in 
this  institution. 

The  privileges  of  the  Musical  Department  are  not  extended 
on  the  same  grounds  to  holders  of  scholarships  as  are  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  other  departments  of  the  College.

Students  attending  College  and  desiring  to  take  musical  in- 
struction, are  expected  to  take  lessons  in  this  department.  No 
credits  will  be  given  for  lessons  taken  elsewhere. 

Pupils  should  report  to  the  President  of  the  College  with 
whom  they  will  make  their  arrangements  for   entrance. 


MUSIC    ELECTIVES. 

One  year's  study  of  music,  two  lessons  each  week,  will  be 
received  as  a  credit  of  8  hours,  to  be  applied  on  the  electives 
of  any  college   course  leading  to  graduation. 

The  following  courses  are  open  for  this  purpose: 

1.  Harmony. 

2.  Piano — First,  Second,  Third  Collegiate,  Prerequisites,  pre- 
paratory grade  and  first  year  Collegiate. 

3.  Voice — Any  collegiate  year. 


PREREQUISITE-PREPARATORY. 

Credits  on  electives  will  not  be  given  for  music  taken  else- 
where. In  order  to  obtain  credit  on  music  as  an  elective,  the 
student  must  have  passing  records  entered  on  the  books  not  on- 
ly of  the  work  on  which  credits  are  desired,  but  also  of  the 
work  prerequisite  to  this.

In  the  last  five  years,  Cooper  College  has  raised  for  debt, 
improvements  and  endowment  something  over  $40,000.  Of  this 
$19,000  are  annuities  which  do  not  add  much  to  the  present  in- 
come, but  will  be  more  productive  later. 

From  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  about  $10,000  have  been  re- 
ceived. This  will  be  increased  later,  as  many  of  the  subscrip- 
tions were  for  three  annual  payments.  The  last  of  the  sub- 
scriptions will  not  be  due  till   1910. 

The  Semi-Centennial  movement,  however,  has  been  a  dis- 
appointment. Not  nearly  so  much  has  been  raised  as  was  an- 
ticipated. It  might  have  been  better  for  the  College  if  those 
working  for  Cooper  had  worked  irrespective  of  the  movement, 
but  it  was  thought  better  to  unite  in  helping  to  push  the  work 
in  the  interest  of  all  the  boards  and  institutions. 

As  to  the  Carnegie  offer,  about  $40,000  will  have  to  be  rais- 
ed to  secure  the  $20,000.  No  time  limit  was  placed  on  this  of- 
fer, so  it  is  presumably  open. 

Dr.  Spencer,  having  resigned  the  Presidency  of  the  College, 
has  been  asked  to  give  his  time  and  energy  to  the  raising  of 
money  for  tthe  College.  This  is  its  imperative  need.  As  bricks 
could  not  be  made  in  Egypt  without  straw,  so  now  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  build  up  a  strong  college  without  money.  Cooper  cannot 
compete  with  the  other  colleges  of  Kansas  without  a  very  con- 
siderable increase  to  her  endowment.  Now  is  the  time  for  the 
friends   of  Cooper  to  show  friendship  by  coming  to  her  help. 

Cooper  College  is  happily  located  with  reference  to  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Colorado.  Nearly  all  of  this  territory  is 
so  far  from  the  other  colleges  of  our  church  that  few  students 
will  go  to  them  from  this  country  rapidly  filling  up  with  an  en- 
terprising and  industrious  people. 

Give  Cooper  a  proper  endowment  and  she  has  one  of  the 
best  fields  for  growth  and  usefulness  in  the  church.
